tex $3,000,000 a year.

Gen. Ike Willing 
To Spend His Life 
On Defense Unity

WASHINGTON — (ZP, — Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower is “willing 
to spend the rest of my life” in 
unifying the free world’s defenses 
against possible Communist at­ 
tack. 
That statement by the five-star 
general — made to senators in a 
closed committee meeting Feb. I 
— popped up today to cloud the 
1952 presidential picture. 
Present Job First 
The 6-year-old commander of 
the North Atlantic defense forces 
has been suggested as a possible 
choice for the presidential nomi­ 
nation of either the Republican or 
Democratic party next year. He 
has disclaimed ambitions in the 
past, he has not convinced nearly 
all politicians. 
While Eisenhower hasn’t indi­ 
cated publicly whether he would 
accept a nomination in 1952, 
he 
made it clear to the Senate for­ 
eign relations and armed services 
committee in testimony on the 
troops-to-Europe issue he regards 
his present job as 
one 
of 
the 
greatest magnitude. The testimony 
was made available yesterday. 
He told the senators he believes 
there is a 
growing 
awareness 
here and in Europe that “we still 
can achieve the unity in the free 
world that will make us secure if 
we will all work,” adding: 
“When you have confidence in 
the plan, I say this: 
I have this 
much confidence, that I am w ill­ 
ing to devote the rest of my life to 
try to make it work.” 
Two Years Needed 
Some politicians have expressed 
doubt that Eisenhower would feel 
his m ilitary job is close enough to 
completion by mid-1952 to permit 
his nam e to be entered in ballot­ 
ing 
at 
presidential 
nominating 
conventions then. 
He 
is 
now on leave from the 
presidency of Columbia univer­ 
sity. 
The five-star general apparent­ 
ly has set the end of 1952 as his 
target for assembling an effective 
defense force in Europe. He said 
by that time “we ought to begin 
to feel pretty good 
and 
really 
over the hum p” on the job.

Convicted Perjuror 
Has Slim Chances

The one-time state departm ent 
official was sentenced to serve 
five years on a charge that he lied 
to a federal grand jury when he 
denied he gave secret documents 
to W hittaker 
Chambers. 
Cham­ 
bers was a confessed courier for 
a prew ar Red spy ring. 
The supreme court by 
a 
6-0 
vote yesterday refused to review 
Hiss’s conviction in U. S. district 
court to New York. This left the 
former government official with 
only two slim avenues of possible 
escape: 
I. A request that the supreme 
court reconsider its refusal. Such 
requests must be filed within 15 
days and are rarely granted by 
the high tribunal. 
Also, 
Hiss’s 
attorney said in New York such 
a move was unlikely. 
3. Hiss's friends might inter­ 
cede with President Trum an to

was spent in the open under

bough shelter with a fire to keep 
him warm. 
Kessler said he set out from the 
Robert “Ziggy” Olson camp near 
Ralph, where he had spent last 
week, to cut cedar boughs as feed 
for the dew.

Returning toward

he

Plan Community College 
Now, Dr. Koos Advises 


A tuition-free tw o-year com­ 
munity college, 
integrated 
with 
the 
public 
schools 
to 
provide 
greater educational 
opportunity, 
should be considered now in long- 
range school planning for Escan­ 
aba, Dr. Leonard V. Koos, profes­ 
sor emeritus of the University of 
Chicago, yesterday told Escanaba 
audiences. 
Dr. Koos spoke to a joint meet- 
in of the 
Rotary 
and 
Kiwanis 
clubs at noon and last night ad­ 
dressed a public meeting at Es­ 
canaba Junior High school. 
Recognized as a national auth­ 
ority in studies of the community 
college, Dr. Koos came here at the 
invitation of the Escanaba board 
of education. 
From here he goes 
to Iron Mountain, where he has 
been asked to evaluate the possi­ 
bilities for a community college 
for the Iron M ountain-Kingsford 
area. 
From Grades I to 14 
Besides his noon talk to the ser­ 
vice clubs, Dr. Koos spent the day 
visiting Escanaba schools, confer­ 
ring with local school people, and 
obtaining information on which he 
based his conclusions presented at 
the meeting last night. 
He was introduced last night by 
Atty. William 
Anderson, 
chair­ 
m an of the citizen’s advisory com­ 
m ittee to the board of education; 
and at noon yesterday by George 
Ruwitch, assistant superintendent. 
Dr. Koos is an advocate of in­ 
tegrating the community 
college 
with the schools to provide an edu­ 
cational program from the 
First 
Grade through the 14th 
grade— 
two years beyond the present Sen­ 
ior High 12th grade. 
This he describes as the 6-4-4 


Kessler was on his way to Ross

A community college program 
is most effective if it is integrated 
with Senior High school, Dr. Koos 
believes.

High. 
In Escanaba a community col­ 
lege could have an enrollment of 
about 300 if no tuition is charged, 
less if tuitipn is required, he re­ 
ported. At the start an enrollment 
of about 150 would be expected, 
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growing to about 300 within a few 
years in normal times. 
Universal military training and 
the proposed draft of 18 year olds 
would cut 
into 
enrollment, 
he 
added. 
Approves Proposed Site 
A combined Senior 
High 
and 
community college (grades ll, 12, 
13 and 14) would be less expen­ 
sive and more effective, Dr. Koos 
believes. 
Studies show the cost of oper­ 
ating a community college is ap­ 
proximately 
$300 
per 
student 
per year. 
With 150 students to 
start the total would be approxi­ 
mately $45,000 a year. 
State aid 
would provide $100 per student or 
$15,000. 
The remainder would 
have to come from local financing. 
But Dr. Koos said the federal gov­ 
ernment was — prior to the out­ 
break of the war—definitely inter­ 
ested in assisting the community 
college program. 
Dr. Koos said he considered a 
suggested Senior High-community 
college site on South 23rd street 
between

and

avenues 
“good” and sufficiently large to 
meet the need. 
A site at Mid­ 
land, Mich., is 60 acres, but 30 to 
40 acres would be ample here, he 
added. 
The Long Range View 
It is the recommendation of Dr. 
Koos that studies for the develop­ 
ment of Escanaba’s school system 
include consideration of an inte­ 
grated community college on the 
6-4-4 plan. 
“I have seen your grade school 
buildings and realize they have 
some deficiencies.” 
he 
reported. 
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“The elementary schools are ex­ 
ceedingly important and 
I have 
never 
been 
for 
sacrificing the 
lower for higher education.” 
Dr. Koos said school planning 
can include consideration of a com­ 
munity college, with development 
projected over a period of years. 
The problem of grade schools as 
well the greater educatinal oppor­ 
tunity offered by 
a 
community 
college both fit into the long range 
planning picture, he said. 
From Escanaba Dr. Koos ♦went

Cynics Should Take 
New Look A t U. S. 
Tj'UROPEAN intellectuals like to think of 
themselves as the most m ature people 
politically to be found anywhere in the 
world. They take as one sign of this “m a­ 
tu rity ” the fact that 
m any of them reject 
capitalism in favor of socialism or some 
other system of state control. 
From their lofty eminence, they see Am­ 
erica as the practitioner of an “outmoded” 
capitalism which permits businessmen to 
exploit workers and gouge the public for 
huge personal profit. 
This gross misunderstanding of the U. S. 
economic system has a num ber of sad con­ 
sequences. First of all, it leads many Eu­ 
ropeans to regard America with contempt 
and distaste, and thus to resent the neces­ 
sity for their dependence on our financial 
aid. 
Secondly, it predisposes these same peo­ 
ple to keep alive in their minds an unde­ 
served sympathy for communism. Though 
they profess to be shocked at the horrors 
of totalitarian brutality, these intellectuals 
can’t escape the feeling that the socialistic, 
“cooperative” aspects of communism are 
desirable. 
Some even believe that world-wide com­ 
munism is inevitable. Said one in Britain: 
“To oppose communism is to go against the 
grain of events.” 
The basic mistake made by such Euro­ 
peans is the identifying of present - day 
American capitalism with the 
European 
variety. This latter in too m any places is 
still the discredited, 
exploiting, 
selfish 
brand of capitalism that has flourished in 
continental Europe since 
the 
industrial 
revolution. 
The capitalism pf 1951 America bears 
slight resemblance to this. It has welfare 
and security features that surpass the so­ 
cial safeguards of Europe’s socialist eco­ 
nomies. Far from exploiting workers, it 
pays them amazingly high wages. 
This is not to say our system is without 
flaws. It has plenty of them. 
But 
both 
management and labor are working to cor­ 
rect them. Less and less does the feeling 
exist among the laboring rank and file that 
the w orker and the boss are natural ene­ 
mies. 
Furtherm ore, our economic system is 
proving again and again that it has within 
itself a dynamic drive that keeps it expan­ 
sive, progressive, flexible. It is far more 
powerful and productive that it was even 
a bare six years ago. 
Europeans do not realize this, apparent­ 
ly. It may be partly our fault, since we sel­ 
dom do a good job of explaining to others 
how our s y s te m works. But it is certainly 
the fault, too, of the Europeans themselves. 
W hat they mistakenly assume is their 
"m aturity” is in fact a dismal resignation 
and defeatism in the face of today’s eco­ 
nomic dilemmas. In turning to state con­ 
ing, w hether communistic or any other, 
they are actually surrendering to reaction.

^pK /iG lC evidence of Communism's con- 
cept of justice is unfolding in Red 
China where a pogrom unparalleled in 
world history is under way. 
Shih Liang, the Communist minister of 
justice in Red China, has 
ordered 
her 
court to be merciless on everyone 
even 
suspected of being opposed to the Com­ 
munist regime. The penalty for disliking 
Communism in China is death. As a m at­ 
ter of fact, even if a Chinaman may not 
actively oppose Red rule, if he 
is 
even 
suspected of it, his head will roll. 
It has been charged that a million Chi­ 
nese have already been executed and that 
alans are marie for killing off many, m any 
millions more. Nationalist Chinese leaders 
contend that the ultimate goal is the exe­ 
rtio n of I SO million Chinese, one of every 
three persons in China’s tremendous pop­ 
ulation. 
That a great purge is already in pro- 
Ei( s has been admitted by the Chinese 
Peds. They have given no figures of the 
num ber executed, but have op en lv decreed 
death for anyone suspected of disapprov­ 
ing the Communist regime. 
The 
great 
scope of the Red purge in 
China is proof that the Communists are 
confronted with trem endous 
opposition 
and are facing difficulties in subduing the 
Chinese population. The most ruthless tac­ 
tics a r r necessary to enforce the iron rule 
if Communism. 
What is happening in China today fol­ 
low s the pattern established by the Reds 
ii every country under their domination, 
including Russia itself. 


mendous influence in the upper chamber, 
certainly much more influence than any­ 
one who would be named to succeed him. 
It is unfortunate, of course, that Sen­ 
ator Vandenberg has been unable to a t­ 
tend the sessions of the Senate because of 
his illness. He has served the state of Mich­

foreign affairs. The demand of Detroit la­ 
bor leaders that he be forced out of office 
now is ungratifying.

Senator Wagner, you may recall, 
authored the W agner labor act which was 
so prejudiced for labor that it became ne­ 
cessary in the public interest to repeal it.

Merry-Go- Round

ROME—The 
real, 
background 
reason 
why the governments of France, The Neth­ 
erlands and Italy are having trouble stay­ 
ing organized today is that the 
fear 
of 
Communism is vanishing. For a long time 
the middle-of-the-road and rightist parties 
in these countries banded together to form 
cabinets only because they had to do so to 
prevent the communists from organizing a 
government in their place. With Commu­ 
nist strength disintegrating, 
these 
anti 
Communist 
coalitions are now falling to 
pieces. 
This is a real danger. For, despite the 
lessening threat of the Communists, 
they 
still have by all odds the largest blocs of 
votes in both the French and Italian p ar­ 
liaments. In fact. Italy, with at least 2,000,- 
000 card-carrying comrades, has the larg­ 
est Communist party mem bership outside 
of Russia, while France ranks second. 
The slim vote of confidence given the 
De Gasperi government in Italy a week 
ago Thursday illustrates the let’s-get-our- 
noses-back-in-the-feed-trough attitude of 
the 
non-Communist 
parties. 
For 
three 
years Alcide De Gasperi has been able lo 
beat the Communists and bring stability to 
Italy by a coalition cabinet in which the 
most important posts were not held by 
members of his own Christian Democratic 
party. 
Italy’s minister of foreign affairs, for in­ 
stance, is Republican Count Carlo Sforza, 
a vain old peacock who has lectured before 
thousands of American 
wom en’s 
clubs 
while in exile and who has done a magnifi­ 
cent .job for Italian foreign affairs. 
Now 
the Christian Democrats would like to get 
his job. Another they wanted even more 
passionately was that of Randolfo Pacci- 
ardi, minister of defense, who led the anti- 
Fascist Garibaldi brigade against the Mus­ 
solini black shirts in Spain, then bolted the 
Communists when they got 
control 
in 
Spain and went to the United States where 
David Dubinsky’s 
International 
Ladies 
G arm ent Workers took him under their 
wing. Pacciardi is vigorously pro-A m eri­ 
can and violently anti-Com munist but, be­ 
cause he once fought against 
the 
black 
shirts in Spain and because the Christian 
Democrats are ravenously job hungry, they 
almost upset their own coalition govern­ 
ment yapping over his political carcass. 
Had they got one of their own num ber 
in Pacciardi’s all-im portant defense job— 
which corresponds to General M arshall’s 
job in the United States—they would have 
more lush w ar contracts to 
award 
and 
more juicy jobs to hand out to deserving 
friends than ever before in Italian history. 
For the new defense budget means the ex­ 
penditure of billions of liras and under the 
tightfisted, unpolitical Pacciardi the Chris­ 
tian Democrats won’t get them. 
FIGHTER FOR DEMOCRACY 
The man who blocked the hungry m em ­ 
bers of his own party and finally won out 
in Italy actually began life as an Austrian. 
De Gasperi once served in the Austrian 
parliament. He vigorously opposed Musso­ 
lini and, to escape execution by the Fas­ 
cists, took refuge in the Vatican where he 
worked in the library for 16 years. 
De 
Gasperi does not have the appearance or 
booming voice of a politician. 
He is thin, 
poorly dressed, 
and lives modestly in a 
small apaitm ent, but he is an indefatigable 
pro-American fighter for democracy and, 
so far. has succeeded in holding together a 
conglomeration of political groups, ranging 
from Monarchists to Socialists, only be­ 
cause of their fear of communism. 
Once 
that fear comp’etely evaporates, Italy’s po­ 
litical future is unpredictable. 
REDS’ HIDDEN ARMS FOUND 
Four years ago, when I was in Italy with 
the Friendship Train, 
Mayor 
Giuseppe 
Dozzo of Bologna refused to greet the train 
because I had previously w ritten an expose 
that Italian Communists had hidden arms 
throughout the country in preparation for 
revolution. I had also named Mayor Dozzo 
as one of those hiding arms. Someone had 
sent him a clipping of the column from the 
Philadelphia Bulletin and, waving it be­ 
fore newsmen. Mayor Dozzo— a confessed 
Communist—shouted that there were no 
Communist arms hidden in Italy, that he 
had nothing to do with them, 
and 
that 
Pearson was a liar. 
However, shortly after Communist de­ 
puties Aldo Cucchi and Valdo Magnani re­ 
signed from the Communist party, govern­ 
ment police began to find huge stores of 
hidden arm s— m any of them in the exact 
spots I had said they were hidden. 
There is a very good reason for these 
sudden discoveries.

Philadelphia still 
retains ownership of the property, 
however.

Bernard Samuel to Secretary of 
the Interior Oscar L. Chapman, a 
new chapter opened in the long 
and. glorious history of Indepen­ 
dence Hall and its related build­ 
ings. 
They now will be operated as 
part 
of 
the new Independence 
National 
Historic 
Park, author­ 
ized by Congress. 
That act also 
authorized 
the Secretary of the 
Interior to enter into cooperative 
agreements with the city of Phila­ 
delphia, owners, of the Indepen­ 
dence Hall group, and with cer­ 
tain 
organizations for preserva­ 
tion of historic buildings as part 
of the historical park project. A 
Federal appropriation of $150,000 
was made available for adminis­ 
tration. 
It 
was 
in Independence Hall 
that the United States was created 
when, on July 4, 1770, the Conti­ 
nental Congress voted the final 
form of the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence; and it was there also 
that the Federal Convention, on 
Sptember 
17, 
1787, 
completed 
work on the Constitution of the 
United 
States 
and 
referred it, 
through Congress, to the individ­ 
ual States for ratification. 
The 
far-sighted 
action of the 
city of Philadelphia in purchasing 
Independence Hall in 1816, and iii 
protecting it and the group of sig­ 
nificant structures surrounding it, 
provided the inspiration and the 
nucleus 
for 
the la'gei national 
historic park now projected. 
In­ 
dependence Hall, under city ad ­ 
ministration, has been visited an­ 
nually by approximately a million 
persons. 
Covered 
by

the Federal Government are In ­ 
dependence Hall, Congress Nail, 
Old City Hall, and associated his­ 
toric objects. I-n addition to being 
the birthplace of the Declaration 
of Independence and the Consti­ 
tution, this group of buildings was 
the seat of the Government of the 
United States during most of the 
American Revolution and during 
the period 1790-1800. 
Peale Collection 
Among the historic objects in 
Independence Hall are the famous 
Peale collection of historic por­ 
traits and the Liberty Bell. This 
bell was ordered from England in 
1851—exactly 200 years ago—for 
hanging in the State House. 
Its 
famous 
inscription, 
“Proclaim 
Liberty,” was intended as a fifti­ 
eth anniversary memorial to Wil­ 
liam Penn’s C harter of Privileges 
of 1701. 
A cooperative 
agreement 
also 
has been m ade with the Carpen­ 
ters’ Company for the exhibition, 
as part of the projected national 
historical 
park, 
of 
Carpenters’ 
Hall, where the First Continental 
Congress met. This structure was 
elected in 1770 as the guild hall of 
the Carpenters’ Company of Phil­ 
adelphia. 
A similar agreement is in pro­ 
cess of being consummated for the 
preservation 
of 
Christ Church. 
Built between 1727 and 1754, it is 
considered 
one 
of the finest of 
Colonial churches. 
Many famous 
persons, including George Wash­ 
ington, 
Benjamin 
Franklin, and 
Robert Morris attended services 
in

church; 
and 
Benjamin 
Franklin and his wife were buried 
in its cemetery. 
Also part of the historical park 
will be the Deshler-Morris House 
in the Germ antow n area of Phila­ 
delphia, which was donated to the 
United States early in 1949.

Meanwhile the State of Penn­ 
sylvania 
has 
undertaken to ac­ 
quire lands, to create a mall which 
will 
greatly 
enhance the entire 
setting of the area. Already the 
state has acquired the first unit of 
this mall at a cost reported to be 
$8 ,000,000. 
Independence Hall was origin­ 
ally the State House for the Prov­ 
ince of Pennsylvania. 
Before its 
construction the Assembly had no 
official building for its meetings, 
but 
Was 
compelled 
"to hire a 
house 
annually.” To 
meet 
the 
needs of the Provincial Govern­ 
ment, 
funds 
were appropriated 
for 
the 
construction of a State 
House in 1729 but building did 
not begin until 1732. 
Planned by Hamilton 
Andrew Hamilton, an eminent 
lawyer and a member of the As­ 
sembly, planned the building and 
supervised its construction. 
De­ 
signed in the dignity of the Geor­ 
gian 
period, Independence Hall, 
with its wings, has long been con­ 
sidered one of the most beautiful 
administrative 
buildings 
of the 
Colonial period. 
Its construction 
required more than 25 years. De­ 
lays 
originating 
from 
various 
causes, and the alterations needed 
to fit the building as the capitol 
of 
the 
Province, 
prevented its 
completion until the ‘750’s. 
It was not until the 1740’s that 
the Assembly authorized the erec­ 
tion 
of the tower on the south 
side 
of 
Independence 
Hall “to 
contain a staircase, with a suitable 
place therein for hanging a bell.” 
Although designed as a memorial, 
the association of the Liberty^lell 
with the most significant events 
of the American Revolution has 
led to the belief that the inscrip­ 
tion foretold these later happen­ 
ings. 
Tt 
arrived 
in Philadelphia in 
1752, but was cracked while being 
tested. John 
Pass 
and Charles 
Stow, Jr., “two ingenious A m eb ­ 
ean 
workmen,” 
recast the bell. 
The tone was not satisfactory, and 
it was cast again bv 
Pass 
and 
Stow in 1753. Today, the visitor 
sees the bell from this third cast­ 
ing of the original metal. 
As the official bell ot the Penn­ 
sylvania State House, the Liberty 
Bell was intended to be rung on 
public occasions, such as the times 
of meetings of the Assembly and 
of the courts of justice. 
The bell long fulfilled its rou­ 
tine duties. 
During the Revolu­ 
tion, when the British Army oc­ 
cupied Philadelphia in* 1777, the 
bell was removed to Allentown 
where it was hidden for almost a 
year. It was returned to Philadel­ 
phia after the departure of the 
British. 
After the Revolution the bell 
was 
tolled 
at the tenths ot the 
heroes of the war and the leading 
citizens of the Nation. 
It is the 
tradition that the bell was cracked 
in 1835 while being tolled on the 
occasion 
of 
the 
death of Chiel 
Justice Marshall, the great inter­ 
preter 
of 
the Federal Constitu­ 
tion. Although efforts were made 
to restore its tone, they were un ­ 
successful. 
Now 
located 
in Independence 
Hall, the Liberty Bell is the most 
venerated symbol of patriotism in 
America, its reputation as an em ­ 
blem of liberty is world-wide 
and no iron curtain can bar out it 
vnpenehebie m essage.

fisherm en 
unquestionably 
represents 
a 
very great financial increase to all busi­ 
ness in the area. This financial boom is be­ 
ing lost because of a harvesting theory that 
is lacking in conservation control. The loss

Claim Alliance Exists 
The real question is where the 
responsibility lies and that brings 
up the position of Senator Taft 
of Ohio.

George Hall of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, Mrs. Roosevelt, Doris 
Fleeson, Stew art Alsop—have said 
with varying degrees of positive­ 
ness that an alliance exists be­ 
tween Taft and McCarthy.

Favorable farm product prices 
and highe* net farm incomes in 
1951 are in prospect for School­ 
craft county farmers, according 
to R. T. Hartwig, Michigan State 
College extension specialist 
in 
agricultuxal economics. 
Wise farm management will ac­ 
complish this through 
full and 
even expanded farm production 
as farm prices rise about 
IO 
per cent, he said. Plans should be 
made to put farms in shape 
to 
operate in high gear in 1951 and 
for several years, he continued. 
A reasonably successful 
farm 
business year is in prospect for 
1951. However, 
there 
will be 
troublesome changes too. 
Farm 
expenses will rise about five per 
cent and taxes IO to 15 per cent 
over the 1950 level. Labor will be­ 
come very scarce along with cer­ 
tain other items.

Some general suggestions 
for

3. Buying or renting additional 
land if needed to increase size of 
operations will generally be good 
business. 
4. Consider new

5. More emphasis on labor sav­ 
ing equipment and building ar­ 
rangements will help 
ease 
the 
pinch of a tightening labor sup­ 
ply. 
6. In m any cases 
it will 
pay 
Defter to put more emphasis on 
volume—less

quality.

production should be your goal. It
